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Show Season Prospects 
HE big-time show circuit starts next month, and 
most of the important show herds are already pretty 
well set and in process of conditioning. Advance 
interest seems to hold the prospect of a good season of 
competition. 

The long trek to the West Coast, with its carefully 
planned sequence of shows, culminating in the National 
at Treasure Island, with its $9,500 prize list for our 
breed, is apparently going to stimulate interest all along 
the line. Many of the boys seem to have it in the back 
of their heads to go way through, providing their cattle 
do well enough in the earlier competition to justify. 

The state fair circuits seem to present more than the 
usual number of conflicting dates this year as they at- 
tempt to make full use of the period around Labor Day, 
Most important mid-west change is Minnesota’s extended 
fair which will this year end on Labor Day, in order to 
permit more general attendance and participation of 4H 
clubbers before school opens. This brings a conflict with 
Iowa’s dates. 

Farther east, New York and Michigan are both run- 
ning two-week expositions, the first week of which con- 
flicts with Ohio. The effect may be to localize the ex- 
hibits at both New York and Michigan, as Ohio’s single 
week carries a most liberal premium list and the dates 
will permit additional showing at Indiana or Maryland. 

There will be some familiar faces missing from the 
circuit this year. Most prominent, of course, is Elmwood, 
which has been such an important factor for the past 
ten years or more. Iowa State Institutions, we under- 
stand, are also to discontinue showing by action of the 
Iowa legislature, a step which breeders will universally 
regret. However, we expect there will be plenty of new 
additions to tak their places. In fact, at this stage, we 
have seldom seen more widespread interest and better 
prospects in sight for a keen season of competition. 

The World plans its usual personal news coverage of 
as many of the important shows of the year as is physi- 
cally possible.

We can assure you now that they 
will command your respect. With their cooperation, wé 
feel this will be one of the most valuable and interesting 
departments any livestock publication has ever presented 
to its readers. 


Special Privilege 
E do not like to see breed aligned against breed 
W on any matter of broad dairy policy. However, 
when a challenge is offered we do not shrink 

from the issue. 

Mention has been made in these columns of the de® 
perate effort put forth by one of the breeds to gain spe 
cial advantages for their product, at the expense of other 
producers in New York State. While successful in the 
lower court to the point of getting the whole market 
order declared unconstitutional and thereby costing the 
dairymen of New York State untold millions of dollars 
from ruinous prices through the flush spring period— 
their position was reversed both by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and by a special 3-judge state court of 
review. They next made a strenuous effort to carry thei? 
point by special legislation in the New York legislatur 
but were again beaten on the merits of the case. 
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Now a last desperate effort is being put forward by 
them to secure special exemption from pooling provisions 
through amendment of the Federal Market Agreement 
Act in Congress. We are advised that Jersey breeders 
are joining with Gcernsey in flooding their congressmen 
with messages demanding such exemption on the conten- 
tion that there is no surplus of their breed products. 
This, of course, is a specious argument, equally true of 
many other classes of milk. They seek to secure the 
penefits of a stabilized milk market without making any 
contribution to the cost of maintaining it. 


In this selfish attitude, they entirely overlook several 
factors of controlling importance. If the exemptions 
they demand should be granted, the precedent is estab- 
lished which would certainly undermine this whole sys- 
tem of orderly marketing and soon destroy it. Further, 
by passing Federal legislation not in harmony with state 
laws already adopted for specific markets, like New York, 
the administration of the act would be seriously im- 
paired and complicated, and a strong tendency injected 
to weaken and break it down. Whether or not this ob- 
jective is in the background of the effort, it seems to us 
that any breed organization which is willing to go to 
such lengths to try to secure special privileges is thereby 
admitting breed weaknesses in the field of practical pro- 
duction which the rank and file of dairymen will not be 
slow to sense. 


Perhaps we should demand similar exemption for 
Holstein milk, just to emphasize the fallacy of the Guern- 
sey and Jersey contentions. In any event, every Hol- 
stein breeder who is producing and marketing milk 
should immediately wire his Congressman pointing out 
the unjustness and unfairness of this discriminatory 
class legislation aimed to benefit a small minority, but 
really damaging the whole milk marketing program. 
The proposed bill is identified in the House as H R 6208. 
We urge immediate action in protest.

CONCERNING HERD CLASSIFICATION 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


I am writing you at this time in regard to the action 
taken by the Holstein Association on Classification. You 
heard me speak my piece against any change in the pres- 
ent set-up, so I do not need to go into that. The present 
set-up which allows for Classification of both ends of a 
herd seems absolutely silly to me, as it has no bearing 
on reducing the cost—for the inspector must identify 
every animal in order to know that he has inspected all 
of both ends, and that he isn’t marketing just a few 
tops, while the tail ends are hidden. The office must do 
the same amount of routine work and the only thing 
that is lessened is the income, and this might have been 
arranged to better advantage by making reduced prices 
for those who would classify in a given area during a 
certain time to enable more economical routing of the 
inspector. 

However, the part I object to now is the elimination 
of Ward Stevens from the official list. It is with no 
sense of criticism toward any other Eastern representa- 
tive that Van Horne Farms takes this position. Indeed 
we invite and welcome any official or worker of the As- 
sociation at any time, and I specifically want it under- 
stood that I have gotten a great deal of good from my 
acquaintance with Mr. Elder, who I understand replaces 
Ward, and I hope to maintain and continue this fine re- 
lationship and support which Mr. Elder has given me by 
returning it on every possible occasion—but Ward Stev- 
ens sold Van Horne Farms the idea of Classification. The 
days we have spent with him have been most profitable. 
His harsh and severe criticism in language that even I 
could understand has enabled me to carry on in the right 
direction and our recent Classification shows us with 
eleven excellent cows in our herd. I do not wish this to 
sound egotistical—but I can’t lose gracefully the contact 
which has given me so such. 

I do not even wish to think of any motives that may 


. be back of this move, I only want you to know that we 


at “Van Horne Farms feel the Association might better 
strengthen itself, by increasing the employment of men 
like Ward Stevens and even going so far as to appoint 
and train assistants to those men, so that their ideas 
which have played so large a part in breed improvement 
in the past might continue into the future. We need 
first-hand practical experience which has been given us 
by such men as Moscrip, Haeger, Stevens and the rest, 
to balance the academic influence which seems to be re- 
placing it. Please do not think I am taking the attitude 
of the little boy who takes his play things and goes home 
when things just do not suit him—but I know a move- 
ment will start in the east to put pressure on the authori- 
ties so that we in the middle of the stream can get 
ashore with the same counsel that has guided us this 
far and you may consider me a charter member in any

At the Annual Convention in New York on June 7, the following amendment, embodying 
the so-called Misner Plan, was adopted: 


“On and after Jannuary 1, 1940, a register of transfer of ownership of any animal 
registered in the Herd-Book will be made on application of the owner; if made by a 
member of the corporation, the charge will be $2.00 and if made by a non-member, the 
fee for each transfer will be $2.50, provided the application accompanied by the fee is 
received within three months of date of sale; if after that, the charge will be $2.50 to 
members; $3.50 to non-members. A certificate of each transfer will be made by the Sec- 
retary in such form as may be prescribed by the Board of Directors. If, however, the 
applicant for transfer at time of making application is a member in good standing of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America and also of his state or regional Holstein- 
Friesian Association recognized by and co-operating with The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America in promotion of the interests of this breed, he shall be entitled to a 
reduction of 50 cents from the fees above prescribed for each transfer so filed by him.”

The majority of the Delegates at the Convention appeared to feel that the breeders 
who are selling and transferring Holsteins should pay their share of the cost of the 
work of Breed Extension—either by paying this slight increase in transfer fees or 
by joining the National Association and a State Association that is cooperating in 
the National Extension Program. 


Arrangements will no doubt be made to organize Regional Associations of groups 


of states that do not have enough Holstein breeders to form a worthwhile State 
Association.

ACKERHURST AGAIN 
POUNDS 
For the fifth consecutive year the 
Ackerhurst herd, owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Anthony W. Ackermann, Ben- 
nington, Neb., has exceeded the 500- 
lb. mark in Herd Test, being just re- 
ported with 508.7 lbs. fat from 15,- 
019 lbs. milk, 3.4%, on 37 head in 
Class B. This new average just bare- 
ly tops their last year’s figure of 
507.7 lbs. fat on 32 head in B, but 
falls somewhat short of their record- 
breaking performance of 1937, when 
26 head in B averaged 608.6 lbs. fat 
from 18,032 lbs. milk.

L. Knight was re-elected president. 
Details of the year’s business of the 
association have not yet appeared in 
the breed publication, and direct re- 
quest to the Secretary for a copy of 
the annual report has not yet met 
with response. Great point of interest 
at the meeting was the Royal Ayr- 
shire Sale held as an evening event 
the day of the meeting. Paul B. 
Misner was in charge of the presen- 
tation, which was beautifully staged 
at McDonogh School. The 56 select 
animals made an average of $281.60 
with an $800 top price. Auctioneer 
Walter Andrews, Manager Paul 
Misner, introduced Lloyd Burling- 
ham, and others in the ring (except 
pedigree-expert‘ John Cochrane) 
appeared in dinner jackets, in defer- 
ence to the sartorial requirements of 
the hour. 

The Guernseys 

The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club met in New York City at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania on May 10 for its 
62d annual meeting. Secretary- 
Treasurer Karl B. Musser presented 
his annual report. We note the fol- 
lowing high lights: 117 new mem- 
bers were taken in, making the 
present total 1943. Registrations 
totalled 50,701, an increase of 8%. 
Transfers totalled 32,889, an in- 
crease of 4%. The number of cows 
on AR test increased to 7,408, a 
20% gain, reflecting the popularity 
of their Advanced Registry Herd 
Test plan. Selective AR _ testing 
showed a small decrease. The divi- 
sion of information and Service sent 
out 54,252 press releases during the 
year. Six fieldmen are maintained. 

The Club added $6202.21 to sur- 
plus on the activities of the year. 
Fotal income for the year was $343,- 
163.87; total expenses $336,961.66. 
Publication of the Guernsey Breeders 
Journal showed a net loss of nearly 
$8000. The total surplus on March 
31, 1939 stood at $175,303.57. 


Golden Guernsey, Inc., the milk 
marketing subsidiary, reported in- 
creased sales under their trade mark; 
the average daily sales during Dec- 
ember 1938 being stated as 152,113 
quarts, an increase of 12,584 quarts. 
Concern was expressed over the need 
of special exemptions for Golden 
Guernsey milk in regulated markets. 
During the preceding ten months, 
total income (including $12,350 ad- 
vanced by the Club) exceeded ex- 
penses by $1,189.03. A total of 
$42,015.94 was expended including 
$23,584.46 for national advertising 
and legal expenses. 

The annual meeting in its less than 
a two-hour session re-elected Mr. 
John S. Ames as president; adopted 
an amendment permitting member- 
ship by corporation, firms and part 
nerships; listened to reports of pro- 
gress in studying color; the new 
score card;judging assignments, etc. 
Secretary Musser reported that the 
budget adopted for the ensuing yeat 
totalled income of $358,800 (an I 
crease of about $14,600) and e& 
penditures of $341,070, to show 4 
surplus of $17,730.

As announced in a recent World, 
the Semi-Annual State Sale of the 
Michigan Holstein-Friesian Associg- 
tion, held May 2 at East Lansing, 
brought a total of $9,410 for 68 head, 
or an average of $138.38. The great- 
est demand seemed to be for young 
bulls, the ten averaging $164 each. 

Milch cows seemed to be in de- 
mand with prices off about 15% on 
the top animals. It was our impres- 
sion that the average female brought 
her worth but that several of the top 
cows were undersold. It has been 
said that one of the poorest milk 
markets at the present is in Michigan 
with milk selling for a little over 
$1.00 a hundred. This we believe is 
the reason for buyers refusing to put 
more money into the tops of the sale. 

The State Association again of- 
fered a 15% reduction on a dozen 
calves selected for 4-H calf club pur- 
poses. 8 calves of outstanding type 
and breeding were sold to 8 boys 
throughout the state for 4-H club 
purposes. Only one of these calves 
sold under $75.00 and up to $200.00. 
The $200.00 calf was one of King 
Bessie breeding consigned from the 
Dean Straub herd at Galien. Mr. 
Straub will be remembered as one of 
the few breeders in the U. S. turning 
in year after year herd test averages 
of around 600 fat per cow. We are 
proud to own him as a Michigan 
breeder and the price paid for his 
calf proves that his achievements are 
notin vain. The Association allowed 
discounts of $126.00 on the 8 calves 
purchased for 4-H club purposes. 

The sale was well attended with 
C. B. Smith of the Department of 
Animal Industry doing the Auction- 
eering. He was assisted in the ring 
by Colonel Ruppert of Perry and 
Harry Covert of Lesile. The pedi- 
grees were ably managed by Glen 
Householder, National Director of 
Holstein Extension.

The Coventry-Florham Sale held 
the day following at Trenton, N. J., 
with consignments from 14 herds, 
resulted in the fine average of $619.- 
39 for 41 head. Top price was $3000 
for Langwater Honeysuckle. 

The Jerseys 

The American Jersey Cattle Club 
held its 71st annual meeting in the 
Hotel Pennsylvania, New York City, 
June 7, the same day as the Holstein 
convention. 55 members were pre- 
sent from 26 states and Canada. 
The annual report of Secretary 
Morley, presented in rather complete 
detail, showed the following high 
lights: 

90 new members brings the total 
to 1395. Registrations for the year 
were 45,183, a gain of 1.7%. Trans- 
fers totalled 24,660, a loss of .08%. 
1876 Jerseys finished Register of 
Merit records during the year; 304 
herds, with 6,670 head, are in the 
herd test. Herd classification work— 
70 herds with 1,736 animals make 
this the biggest year. Jersey Cream- 
line Milk—the milk marketing ac- 
tivities were put under a subsidiary 
corporation, controlled by the Club. 
Licenses totalled 295 on March 31. 
Creamline bottle caps sold and 
reported totalled 16,237,405, as 
compared to 10,741,728 in the 
previous year. This would be an 
average of 44,426 bottles (quarts and 
pints) per day—or about 150 for 
each licensee. 

The treasurer’s report showed total 
income for the Club of $195,212.13; 
expenditures, $196,208.07, an operat- 
ing loss of $995.95, but which in- 
cluded a transfer of $4500 in mem- 
bership fees carried in a special re- 
serve. Assets of the Club total 
$265,059.60, including real estate 
carried at $91,417.24. The Surplus 
Fund totals $255,309.14. Statistical 
material submitted showed 38 Jersey 
cows in the U. S. have made 41 re- 
cords above 1000 lbs. fat. 

The meeting unanimously reelected 
Senator Percy B. Gaines of Kentucky 
as president, and aside from the 
election of officers and directors the 
principal business was the receiving 
of reports. Objection was voiced to 
the operation of the Proxy System, 
under which the controlling vote is 
always held up by the Board of 
Directors, voting the proxies sent 
directly to the Club. This year the 
Club held 584 proxies. 52 members 
were present in person; 37 additional 
proxies held by 15 individuals. This 
has been a frequent subject of dis- 
cussion at previous meetings, but no 
solution appears to have been found 
as yet. 

Announcement was made of the 
adoption by the Board of Directors 
of important new. rules for bull 
registration. After Jan. 1, 1942, 
only bulls from dams meeting cer- 
tain records requirements or by sires 
meeting prescribed standards of 
proved merit, will be accepted for 
registry. For immediate application, 
a System of super-registration of bulls 
1S set up under which they will be 
designated as one star, two star, 
three star or four star bulls, based 
on meeting various pedigree stand- 
. ards. 

The meeting was a short one, clos-

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Gallon Jug Milk Business 
By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


Several times a month I receive a 
letter from a Holstein breeder who 
is situated near town or city, asking 
about the “Gallon Jug Business’’. 
How do you start selling milk to 
consumers right at the farm, where 
do you obtain the wide-mouth gallon 
jugs, what kind of advertising is 
best to promote, etc. Recently these 
requests have been increasing in 
number. 

While I am not personally a strong 
booster for this method of selling 
one’s milk except in isolated cases, 
I am giving the information and help 
to those who request it. At the same 
time I feel all those who contem- 


plate starting such a business should 
be fully informed of the possibility 
of interference either from the State 
Milk Control Boards or even from 
The Boards of Health or Town Coun- 
cils in the cities or towns where the 
consumers reside. 

It was the custom of many milk 
dealers twenty years ago to pay a 
flat price per quart to the farmer 
and in the season of heavy surplus 
that flat price got pretty low. Then 
with the organization of Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association came the practice 
by which a dealer would pool the 
milk of his producers and pay so 
much a hundredweight of milk for

through cream, ice cream, and other 
manufactured products. Then grad- 
ually the surplus was divided into 
several classifications. In some milk 
sheds The Milk Producer Associa- 
tions succeeded in getting nearly all 
of the dealers in a given market to 
join in one pool for the whole mar- 
ket and this general plan has been 
improved and developed by the exe- 
cution and operation of Federal Milk 
Marketing Agreements for certain 
markets. In these mrkets the Fedqd- 
eral Administrator manages the pool 
for the whole milk shed and market 
and the law requires everyone, deal- 
ers as well as producers, to cooper- 
ate in it. Those who remember the 
old days when uncontrolled practices 
of dealers might cost you your mar- 
ket at any moment during the sum- 
mer months, quite unanimously agree 
that the modern set-up is to be pre- 
ferred. 

State Milk Control Boards have 
protected the farmer also, have 
saved him millions in the aggregate, 
and while increased dealer demand 
upon the farmer for a deeper cream- 
line has been one of the indirect re- 
sults of price-setting, there has nev- 
ertheless been returned to the far- 
mer during the depression a much 
larger sum of money under Milk 
Board Control than he could possibly 
have received under the old system. 

Those breeders who consider going 
into the “Gallon Jug Business’’ must 
ask themselves the following ques- 
tions: 


1. Does The State Milk Control 
Board have power to set a price 
on this milk? (The answer has 
been ‘‘Yes’’ by most of the State 
Boards). It is reasonable to sup- 
pose they will act if very many 
engage in it. 

2. What price will they set? (They 
will set it high enough to prevent 
you from causing any decline in 
local milk prices). 

. Will the sale of milk in gallon 
jugs at my farm at prices suf- 
ficiently low enough to attract 
buyers endanger the price to fel- 
low breeders and other members 
of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion to which I belong? 

4. Is the sale of milk in this way 
(necessarily at cut prices) in 
keeping with the spirit of cooper- 
ation as set forth in the influences 
which brought the Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Associations, the State 
Milk Boards, and the Federal 
Agreements into being? 

. What will be the attitude of the 
local Town Boards or Health In- 
spector?

Others on the pro- 
gram were Fred E. Ferguson, toast- 
master; the Honorable Mark Thorn- 
burg, Secretary of Agriculture; Dean 
H. H. Kildee; Dr. C. Y. Cannon; 
Floyd Johnston and E. N. Hansen of 
the Dairy Husbandry Department. 
The president of the Club, Richard 
Bruene, introduced the past honor- 
ary members. Richard’s father, 
Fred K. Bruene, owns a Holstein 
herd at Gladbrook, Iowa. 

Preceding Mr. Estel in member- 
ship are four Holstein breeders, 
namely: in 1926, Peder Pedersen, 
pioneer breeder at Cedar Falls, Iowa. 
Mr. Pedersen was a native of Den- 
mark. He and his family built up a 
high producing herd of Holsteins. 

In 1927, W. B. Barney, well- 
known to all Holstein breeders for 
his long years of service on the staff 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America and for his herd estab- 
lished at Chapin, Iowa, and being 
continued by his son, C. H. Barney. 

In 1928, Senator Paul P. Stewart 
of Maynard, Iowa, was installed. Mr.

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Friesian Association. For many 
years he was president of the Iowa 
State Association. He has had many 
outstanding show winners including 
the well-known Tritomia Pietertje 
Ormsby, grand champion at the Na- 
tional in 1921 and founder of Mr.

New York, June—Daily average 
sales of fluid milk during May in- 
creased 5.08 per cent over the same 
period a year ago, according to re- 
ports from leading distributors in 
136 markets to the Milk Industry 
Foundation. 


This is the third consecutive 
month for which an increase has 
been reported following decreases 
that began with November 1937. In 
May daily average sales_ totaled 
6,517,697 quarts compared with 
6,202,868 quarts in May 1938. 
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Milk company payrolls in May 
showed a decrease of 2.14 per cent 
and employment a decrease of 2.70 
per cent compared with May 1938.
